MR. HILL AND THE BONDHOLDERS 

“Perhaps,” said Senator Hill some 
time ago, in the course of an interview 
with a reporter of Tux ConstiTvuTion, 
**there is no greater fallacy imaginable 
than that with which the press and 
speakers in favor of more money ard 
anlimited free coinage of the silver 
dollar are now filing the minds of the 
people, and it is that we must pay the 
bonds of the pubiic creditor in this 
way, and that what they call legisla- 
tion against the unlimited free 
coinage of silver and in_ favor 
of resumption is _ legislation in 
favor of the public creditor. There 
i: not,” Mr. Hill continues, “a particle 
of truth in this statement. The sonps 
ARE NOT DUE&, thereforethey are Not 
NOW PAYABLE, Then, again, if the 
bonds were now due ani were now 
payable we could not pay them in ie-~ 
ther gold, silver or currency. There is 
no proposition made to pay the bonds 
at all.” 


It will be perceived that Mr. Hil, 
states as a fact, and not as an argument, 
that the legislation which demon- 
etized silver and which now seeks 
to force the resumption of specie pay- 
ments upon the country is not legisla- 
tion in fayor of the public creditor, 
because, forsooth, the bonds are not due 
and are not now payable. We have 
taken the liberty of emphasizing a por- 
tion of Mr. Hill’s statement in order to 
show to what shifts of sophistry evena 
great imteilect is put when it takes 
upon itself the championship of a 
cause that leads to the oppression of 
the people —in order to show how un- 
reasoning even reason itself can be when 
it attempts to advocate an insolent 
and sordid monopoly. Surely Mr. Hill 
is not familiar with our financial legis~ 
iation, or else he has allowed himself 
to become wofully blind as to the true 
interests of his people.

The extraordinary statement of Mr. 
Hill, however, gives usa snfficient ex- 
cuse for reviewing the finencial legisla- 
tion of the United States, in order, not 
so much to refute the assertion of our 
senator as to give the people informa- 
tion upon a matter which will shortly 
come to be, if it is not now, the most 
vital issue in American politics. 


1862, was passed 
the first act authorizing the 
issue Of government bonds. It 
was plainly set forth in this act and 
subsequent ones that every bond which 
did not bear upon its face a coin stipu- 
jation was to be paid in legal-tender 
notes. This was the law when the 6 20 
bonds were bought from the govern- 
ment and paid for with greenbacks at 
par, when the currency was quoted at 
between forty and sixty per cent. be- 
low par. It was impossible that anyone 
sbould misunderstand the expressed in- 
tention ef the statute, An exami- 
nation of the debates on the 
act of February, 1862, will show 
that no one ever made any pretense 
that the principal of the bonds was to 
be vaid in coin. It was neither so in- 
tended nor so understood. Indeed, 
when the act upon reachin the senate 
was amended so that the mterest on the 
bonds should be mad@ir *oin, Thad.

Following this act of March, 1869, 
wa have the refunding act of July, 
1870. This act provides for the issue 
ot new bowds at a lower rate of inter- 
est, but with the agreement for coin 
payment written across their face. The 
new bonds were made “redeemable 
in coin of the present standard 
value.” This was in 1870, and at that 
date both gold and silver comprised 
the coin of the country. This would 
seem to bave been sufficient to satiate 
even the avaricious greed of the bond 
operators, but not so. In order to get 
the interest upon their bonds pryable 
in gold alone, and in order to appre- 
ciate the value of that coin to it highest 
point, another step was necessa- 
ry, and this step was the demone- 
tization of,the silver dollar —the dollar 
of people, the dollar of the poor, Si- 
lently, stealthily, surrep'itiously thie 
was accomplished, the gold valus of the 
bonds were appreciated aad the inter- 
est thereupon made higher. Bat nev~ 
ertheless, according to Mr. Hill, this 
was not legislation in favor of the pub- 
lic creditor, because the bonds were 
not due and were not then payable! 
Wise reasoning—admirable logic — 
wonderful conclusiou ! 

After thus,giving the history of this 
bond legislation, argument seems to 
us to be unnecessary; least of all is it 
necessary to endeavor to show the 
failacy ot Mr. Hill’s peculiar theory. 
He may believe thatit is justand tair 
to oppress the people to pay the pub- 
lic debt in gold, but in this belief, he 
has the sympathy of few of his coasti- 
tuents. 


THE PRICE UF GOLD. 
The monometalists admit that the 
passage of the siiver bill would lower 
the price of gold—at least the New 
York Herald says so, and there is no 
more rabid gold worshipper in New 
York, the Tribune aloneexcepted. As 
the Herald claims that the silver bill 
cannot become a law on account of the 
veto power lodged in the president, 
it is plain that it has not 
discounted ils passage, and 
we have, therefore, but to pass the sil- 
ver bill to bring gold and greenbacks 
together. Lat us try the experiment. 
But the truth is, the prevailing low 
prices of gold have no relation to the 
silver bill. Ihe premium declines b3- 
cause our exports exceed our imports, 
and every steamer brings to our shores 
large sums of gold. One Liv- 
erpool steamer brought Jast week 
a million of dollars. It is known 
that other large shipments have been 
and will be made. The balance of 
trade is largely in our favor. The Ea- 
ropean holders of our bends are not 
sufficiently alarmed by the silver “ agi- 
tutors” to give them up, for very few, 
if any, are coming back to us. And 
there are those who believe that peace 
will, instead oi iessening' the 
aggregate of our exports, make 
the balance in our favor larger 
than ever. before. Undoubtedly 
more cotton, petroleum and many other 
articles would be exported, but we may 
jose some ground inthe shipment of 
grain and preduce, which are our chief 
articles of export afier cotton. 
The ruling rates of gold are the lowest 
that the country has known since April, 
1862. On the 25th of April, in that year 
of battles the price was 1011-8. Aix. 
teen years have elapsed and we are 
back to the same price again or there- 
aboutee But why should there be such 
@premium? A premium too smail to 
indicate any want of cunfideace in the 
government, or in its issues of paper 
money, or anything else imaginable— 
why should it exist? That is, why 
should it exist when gold is flowing 
towards us in a sieady and strong 
stream ? 
This approach of gold to “par,” is no 
indication that resumption is near at 
hand or at ali feasible. It simply 
means that the baliance oi trade is in 
our favor. It may not be so ninety 
days from now, and nine wonths from 
now no one can tell how it will be, 
That depends not only on our 
harvests but upon the harvests of 
Europe, Asia and Africa. 
Egypt and India have to be cons:dered 
in such a problem. If gold were at par 
to-morrow, ademand might and very 
likely would spring up next day that 
would lead to a premium again. Re- 
sumption will come, and only come, 
when the government has gold enough 
in ifs vaults to compel and sustain it. 
For that purpose the secretary of the 
treasury needs thirty times as much 
gold as he was now or is likely to ob- 
tain during the current year.
